WASHINGTON, 
May 
President Truman pledged his ad- 
ministration anew today to full 
support of the United Nations de- 
spite "disappointment" at that or- 
ganization's 
failure 
to 
achieve 


greater security for the world. 
He submitted to congress a re- 


port on the U. N. which placed 
blame -for the failure on Russia. 
At the same time he cited the 
development of the North Atlantic 
treaty, now awaiting senate rati- 
fication, as a means of bolstering 
the world organization. 


Of America's role In the U. N., 


Mr. Truman said: "We have taken 
the lead In many fields of Inter- 
national 
relations. 
We can be 


proud of what we have done." 
His report, Including a letter 


from Secretary of State Acheson, 
covered the year 1948 and re- 
flected the bitter political conflicts 
which divided Russia 
and 
the 
West during that 12 months. 
Acheson 
declared 
that 
both 


"hope and disappointment" marked 
American participation In the U. 


"The hope," he said, "grew out 


of the continuing feeling that the 
principles and purposes 
of 
the 
United Nations charter offer the 
best basis of a human rights and 
that most members of the organ- 
ization are working loyally In that 


- direction.

Israel Admitted 
To Membership In 


YORK. J>M 
tael's admission as the B9th mem 
ber of the United Nations has fi- 
nally been approved. 
A simple 
flag-raising ceremony today winds 
up the formalities. 
The general assembly approved 
the Israeli application last night by 
a vote of 37-12, with nine countries 
abstaining. 
The decision was followed by an 
Arab walk-out but some of the Arab 
countries' representatives returned 
for a late night meeting, Indicating 
that the protest was ended. 
Israeli Foreign Minister Moshe 
Sharett took his seat as a regular 
delegate Immediately afer yester- 
day's vote. He delivered a for- 
mal address on Israel's general for- 
eign policy. 
Sharett; however, took no part 


In debate last night on the first 
issue to come up after Israel's ad- 
mission. This was a proposal to 
postpone action until next fall on 
the Dutch-Indonesian dispute. Is- 
rael abstained when the assembly 
voted 43-6 approving the deferment.

upon our efforts to protect the 
nterest of our people," the general 
wrote.

But, If action could be 
taken to consider only municipal 
or district—rather than statewide 
decontrol—each area might

considered on Its merits and our 
people could state their case to 
those most directly concerned In 
each action." .

Why Can't We Swim?-

Answers Offered For All Objections

The city's long-Idle swimming 


pool on the southalde may bo as 
'dry right now as yesterday's blot- 
ter, but there is a current moving 
steadily toward the city commis- 
sion room on the second floor of 
the city hall. 


A group of interested persons 


have started agitating the reop- 
ening of the concrete pool this 
summer for the benefit of those 
who have no other place to dunk 
their thirsty bodies. 


Already, Mrs. A. G. Elliott, one 
of the proponents of opening of 
the pool to public use, has con- 
tacted members of the commis- 
sion, and has' Indicated that more 
of the same Is on the way. 


The campaign Is marked by 
one singular thing—the group 
IWH figured out all of the-objec- 
tions and have their answers 
written down Just In case. 
One of the chief objections dur- 
ing post years, Mrs, Elliott points 
out, has been that "the pool is on 
the wrong side of the tracks." 


She responds with neat figures. 
Crockett and Travis schools have 
577 pupils from the area south of 
Collln street. 
Fifty percent 
of 


senior high school and junior high 
school students, of 3S7, conn from 
the same area, 
"For the 974 pupils south 
of 


Collln street there Is no pool," she 
said. 
"For 1183, ' including 
Lee 
and Houston, there is the YMCA 


pool, the Country Club, four pri- 
vate pools and the wading pool In 
city park." 


Mrs. Elliot and others who have 
expressed an Interest in getting the 
pool into operation for those 'on the 
south and east ends, have assem- 
bled the following answers after 
asking themselves very 
Irksome 
questions. The objections to 
the 


pool are listed first—and then 
answers. 
The pool Is too shallow—Dallas 


has 30 pools not quite four 
feet 
deep, by choice. 
The pool Is too largo—It 
holds 


1,700,000 gallons. The city can fill 
It for $150, One engineer says the 
shallow edge water In this pool is 
ideal as the sun will penetrate and 
purify such a large area of water. 
New pools are iblong—This .Is 


old fashioned—Perhaps the shapes 
of pools do change like the style 
In women's hats, but nearly every- 
one who has lived 
in Corstcana 
twenty-five years spent many pleas- 
ant hours swimming in this pool. 
The pool Is cracked and no good, 
has germs In the seams—The best 
engineers say the pool Is in won- 
derful structural condition, 
and 


would cost at. least $60,000 to put 
In now. Chlorlnution will take care 
of germs. We drink water that has 
only that treatment. 
The pool will have to have the 
newest of equipment that 
takes 
the water out and returns It con- 
stantly, costing around 
$10,000—

House labor committee Democrats 
were called together today to plan 
strategy for getting minimum wage 
and 
Taft-Hartley

throuh the House within the next 
month. 


As the 18 party members respon- 
ded to the call of Chairman Lesln- 
skl (D-Mich), some of them pre- 
dicted a bitter battle on general la- 
bor policy. 


It was their first gathering since 
the six-day House Labor 
debate 


ended In a stalemate a week ago, 
and it was the first caucus thla 
year to which all Democratic mem- 
bers were invited. 


Earlier ones were called without 


notifying three southerners, Reps. 
Harden of North Carolina, Wood 
of Georgia and Lucas of Texas. 
The committee's majority mem- 
bers have been split at least a half- 
dozen ways on what to do about 
raising the minimum' wage 
and 
writing a hew labor law. 


Some have Insisted on reviving 


the Wagner Act, putting through a 
75-cent minimum wae, and broad- 
ening the wage-hour law. That is 
just about what the administration 
has asked.

Others want to keep most or all 


of the Taft-Hartley law, raise the 
minimum little, If at all, and leave 
the wage-hour law pretty much 
alone. The remaining Democrats 
have been between those extremes, 
The committee was under in- 


structions from Speaker Rayburn 
(D-Tox), to have a minimum wage 
bill ready for floor action before 
the end of the month—maybe as 
soon as next week, 


Rayburn, who is taking a per- 


sonal hand In the current maneu- 
vering over labor legislation, has 
told reporters he wants a new Taft- 
Hartley repeal bill to follow the 
minimum wage measure to 
the 


floor within a week or 10 days.

BIOLOGICAL DISPUTE 


Which is the more import- 


ant, heredity or environ- 
ment? This question has 
been debated by biologists 
fully as much as the famous 
inquiry, "Which came first, 
the egg or the chicken?" 
Biologists decided that ques- 
tion long ago in favor of the 
egg, but they have never 
been positive about the su- 
perior importance of hered- 
ity or environment. 
' Now the question has be- 
come political. The Soviet 
government, which 
feels 


bound to know the answers 
to everything, has pronounc- 
ed for environment. This of 
course is fundamental 
for 


Communism. If human faults 
are due to their surround- 
ings, then a. different sys- 
tem, like Communism, may 
conceivably accomplish won- 
ders. If there are troubles in 
the 
fundamental 
human 


make-up, then it is necessary 
to improve the stock. 
The 


Russians naturally took the 
first explanation, and have 
been making much of their 
scientists and plant-breeder, 
T. D. Lysenko, the chief ad- 
vocate of the environment 
theory. 


Columbia University biol- 


ogists have been experiment- 
ing with minute organisms, 
and 
unhesitatingly pro- 


nounce against Lysenko in 
favor of heredity. They say 
any really significant change 
in the human stock will have 
to await the appearance of 
some new variety, or seem- 
ingly wholly different orig- 
in. Such new varieties do 
sometimes appear. Some day 
perhaps scientists may be 
able to explain why. 


FAMILY CONFUSION 
"Confusion nqw 
h a t h 


made his masterpiece!" 


This line from Shake- 


speare was most aptly quot- 
ed by Justice Robert Jack- 
son in the dissenting opinion 
of a recent Supreme Court 
decision regarding the inter- 
state effects of divorce laws. 
The court ruled that the 
state of Connecticut acted 
properly in setting aside a 
Nevada divorce because of 
circumstances under which 
it was obtained. Justice 
Jackson, disagreeing pro- 
tested that the decision only 
piled more .confusion on the 
crazy quilt pattern of state 
divorce laws. 


There are several kinds of 


laws, Affecting citizens in 
their daily lives, in which 
the variations among the 
states create high confusion. 
The registration and regula- 
tion of motor vehicles, licens- 
ing of drivers, and holding 
of property are examples. 
Divorce laws are perhaps 
the ones which receive the 
greatest attention in this 
score. . 


What is to be done about 


it? ,Few pepple would urge, 
that 
federal 
government 


should take over the regula- 
tion of marriage and divorce. 
Some variation among the 
different sections of the 
country probably is unavoid- 
able, since the customs and 


some degree. But a good 
deal more uniformity and 
less confusion 
could 
be 


achieved if a concerted ef- 
fort were made in that di- 
rection. The whole national 
standard of family integrity 
and security would be rais- 
ed if there were something 
approaching a uniform di- 
vorce code in all of the 
states. And at least the 
shams and falsities of so 
many of the quick divorces 
would give way to some 
measure of reality.

ANTI-JEWISH RUSSIA 
The Russian government 


appears to have adopted an 
anti-Semitic 
policy. Jews 


have been steadily removed 
from important political and 
economic posts. Limits are 
placed on Jewish admissions 
to higher educational insti 
tutions. 


This outburst of prejudice 


is surprising, considering the 
number of Jews who helped 
bring about the 
Bolshevik 


revolution. 
Chief 
among 


them was Leon Trotsky, co- 
author with Lenin of the 
Soviet state. Trotsky, it is 
true, fell out with Stalin la- 
ter, and was murdered in 
M e x i c o 
by Communist 


agents, individual cases are 
one thing.

Has not the Kremlin had 
enought campaigns of re- 
pression on hand without 
taking on more? 
. One plausible suggestion 
to account for this new wave 
is that peasant sentiment 
might demand it.

didn't start worrying about con- 
tamination of ammonium nitrate 
fertilizer until after the disaster. 


Evidence intended to show the 
army's concern over contamina- 
tion of the flrtlllzer during trans- 
portation was Introduced yoster- 
day. 


This concern, attorneys for the 
plaintiffs told Federal Judge T. M. 
Kennerly, followed the disastrous 
explosions of April, 1647. 
It was ammonium nitrate fer- 
tilizer that blew up aboard 
the 


French freighter Orandcamp on 
April IB, 1947, and touched off a 
chain of explosions and fires that 
resulted in more than 600 casual- 
ties. 


Official correspondence 
intro- 


duced showed that as much as a 
year after the disaster complaint* 
were being received from port* 
about the number of damaged bag* 
of fertilizer received, despltes or- 
ders to stop breakage.
